so good or safe for unloading. I just 
simply could not be bothered with 
trying to get it out at night. 

I know your Coucil could arrange 
it bo it. would *ot work a hardship on 
the farmers *nd at the same time 
make it comparatively safe for the 
traveling public. Have a policeman 
to accompany the engine through the 
J keep the way clear say 
ahead and not let them 
travers Main or Ninth streets except 
wheo it is necessary to cross them. 
I will say tbat I got my engine to the 
shipping point by a personal applica- 
tion to three of the council and the 
mayor who, under the circumstances 
allowed me the privilege but I 
would not expect to have them re-

RATS LIVED IS LUXURY. 

Th;ir Nests Composed of Bank Note* 

Taken from the Till. 

The pleasure that a rat takes In 

s'ccalinrr has never boon accurately 
estimated. Discretion or discrimina- 
tion on the part of the rat is abso- 
lutely unknown, but the rats in John 
Carberry'a barroom, at Atlantic and 
Rbekaway avenues, showed remark- 
able taste in the articles that they 
selected to carry away. Mr. Car- 
berry hud been in business for nearly 
six years, and has lived on Ocetin 
hill for a quarter of a century. For 
the last two or three years money 
has mysteriously disappeared from 
the cash drawer. Both Mr. Carber- 
ry and his bartenders were utterly 
unable to account for this disappear- 
ance. A vajrue idea that a second 
Hermann was circulating about the 
premises and extracting money from 
the till by sleight of hand perform- 
ances led them to keep a particu- 
larly careful watch in the endeavor 
to discover the Thief. 

One night in March, 1802, "Mike" 
Carlton, the bartender, was in charge 
of the place. He had three one dol- 
lar bills, which he placed in the 
drawer. Several men, habitues of 
the place, were leaning up against 
the casks opposite the bar, and sev- 
eral others were playing cards, and 
when he came back and again opened 
the till the bills had disappeared. 
Thinking that it was a joke put up 
on him by some of the barroom wags, 
he asked that the money be returned 
before ho made up his cash account 
that night. When the time came 
the bills were still missing. Time 
and again the same sudden disap- 
pearance and astonishment and re- 
gret have been experienced, but, un- 
like the cat of blessed memory, the 
bills returned not. Carberry him- 
self missed $25 one night. He 
counted his money over and over 
again, endeavoring to persuade him- 
self that a one dollar bill was a "ten 
spot." in order to make the account 
square, but his imagination failed. 

This sort of thing went on until a 
few weeks ago, when Carberry put a 
two dollar bill in the drawer. He 
turned away for a few moments, and 
upon again opening the drawer the 
bill was nowhere to be seen. This 
was too much. The sudden disap- 
pearance and the fact that no one 
had been behind the bar but himself 
led him to think that the depreda- 
tions must have been committed by 
four footed enemies, and a search 
was instituted. Several nests of rats 
were found. Some of the bills had 
been gnawed beyond all possibility 
of ever discovering their denomina- 
tion, but much of the money was 
comparatively uninjured A large 
n.ll of the mutilated greenbacks was 
sent to the bank where Mr. Carberry 
keeps his account, and there re- 
deemed. But many of the bills are 
much better suited to the needs of 
the rat than anything else. Just 
how much money was carried off by 
the rats could not be ascertained, 
but that it amounted to several hun- 
dred dollars is undeniable. At 
present Carberry keeps his paper 
money on top of the bar, where a 
careful watch can bo kept on it.— N. 
Y. Tribune. 



HE OWNS 35,000 DOGS. 

The Sheep King of Russia Has Need 
of Them. 

Gustave Javanovitch has a fond- 
ness for dogs, says the New York 
World. He has altogether 35,000 
of the animals. That ought to prove 
the case. Javanovitch is not, however, 
insane or a monomaniac on the sub- 
ject of canines, In addition to his 
tremendous kennels he has the 
largest herd of sheep in the world. 
When his flocks are all rounded up at 
shearing time the figures show that 
Gustave has 1,500,000 bleating lambs 
and butting rams. It is b« 
the sheep he owns the dogs. 

Javanovitch is the sheep king of 
Russia. On the lower plateaus or 
steppes of the lower country he has 
thousands of acres of land. Men are 
needed, of course, to see to the com- 
fort and well-being of the animals, 
but it would require a good-sized 
army of employes to look after 1,500,- 
000 sheep. 

Nearly all of Javanovrtch's sheep 
dogs are Scotch collies. The shep- 
herds of Scotland have used them 
for centuries in caring for their 
flocks. When Javanovitch started 
the nucleus for hfcs immense 
establishment he imported 50 of the 
dogs from Scotland. Under careful 
coaching they devoloped the traits of 
their canine ancestors and now care 
for the flocks as well if not better 
than an unlimited, number of men 
could do it.

Jn Nevada, Mo., a young catalpa 
tree, about 20 feet tall, is growing 
with a section of a coaUetove grate 
firmly attached near Its loots. The 
tree has grown through the bars of 
the grate from the seed, and, as it 
increased in diameter, the wood 
lapped over and under the bars, 
holding it as in a vise.

Key West. 

The present population of Key 
West, according to the estimate of 
he mayor, is 15,000, almost equally 
ivided into three parts— 5,000 white 
ubans, 5,000 white Bahamians and 
5,000 colored Cubans and Bahamians. 
This estimate leaves no room for 
Americans; and the real Americans 
on the island number only eight or 
ten families. Although most of the 
adult . male residents have been 
naturalized, they can scarcely be 
considered American citizens in the 
broad sense of the term, having no 
personal knowledge of any part of 
the republic but the tiny island of 
Key West, and clinging tenaciously 
to the peculiar customs of Cuba and 
the Bahamas.

THE STRAIN OF IT. 

Mountaineering Is Only Healthful for 
Some People. 

Can we regard mountaineering as 
In the main and for the mas3 of tour- 
ists a safe and healthful amusement? 
This is a question which cannot bo 
answered without considerable re- 
serves and qualifications, says the 
Lancet Mountaineering— by which 
we mean ascents of 10,000 or 12,000 
feet and upward — involves much 
strain and severe fatigue. The 
strain is first upon the muscular sys- 
tem; but it affects even more impor- 
tantly the circulatory, respiratory 
and nervous mechanisms. In some 
persons the heart seems to feel the 
tax most, in others the nervous sys 
tem is chiefly affected. Palpitation 
and "mountain sickness"— the latter 
in all probability a neurosis— are the 
two chief difficulties that beset the 
average mountaineer. 

is clear from these considera- 
tions that mountaineering is not for 
everybody. Thero must be, first of 
all, a sound general physique, con- 
siderable endurance and the capacity 
for prolonged and continuous effort. 
But it is not at all so generally un- 
derstood that a sound heart muscle 
— a well-developed and well -exercised 
myocardium — is indispensable for 
any considerable mountaineering 
feats. Hence any suspicion of struc- 
tural heart disease is an absolute 
contra indication for any such ex- 
ploits. Further, the heart must be 
not only structurally sound, but well 
exercised and in good condition. 
Hence sedentary livers, who for 
eleven months in the year have no 
regular active exercise, should not 
employ their holiday month in moun 
taineering. Yachting or fishing will 
be much safer for such, and perhaps 
not less healthful. 

Many Alpine accidents have been 
the result of neglect of this very ob- 
vious rule. For similar reasons 
mountaineering should be eschewed 
by persons of middle life who have 
not acquired the requisite training 
in youth, and even those who in the 
heyday of their early prime delighted 
in the sport and enjoyed many a 
"crowded hour of glorious life" on 
some Alpine summit would do well 
to remember Horace's maxim re- 
garding the aging steed, and bid a 
timely adieu to exploits no longer 
suited to their years. A certain 
stability of the nervous system Is in- 
dispensable for mountaineering, but 
it is difficult to say anything precise 
on this head. Neurotic individuals 
not only climb badly as a rule, but 
they do not benefit by the air above 
a certain moderate level A certain 
coolness of nerve is a necessary qual- 
ification for the many ascents which 
involve actual danger — danger usual- 
ly avoidable and seldom extreme, but 
not to lightly encountered by thOse 
deficient in steadiness and self -^con- 
trol.

The process for squeezing 
Treasury for more bonds has begun 
again. It may be assumed that the 
syndicates that obtained the 
bulk of the last bond iss 

ive sold them to the public (at 
_ mdsome advance), and have a lot 
of idle capita] which they want the 
Government to make profitable. 

So the iaid on the gold reserve is 
under full headway. Since May 1 
about $12,000,000 iu gold has been 
drawn from the Treasury, most it for 
export. The last boud sale netted 
the Treasury about $111,166,232. and 
up to last Saturday about $66,000,- 
000 of this gold had been drawn out, 
a portion of it to make the payments 
for the new bonds. On April 1, the 

fold reserve in the Treasury was 
128,713,709. At the close of the bus- 
iness Tuesday it was $112,141,462. 

In spite of the favorable trade bal- 
ances, the raid on the gold reserve 
continues, and already the necessity 
for another bond issue is said to be 
recognized by President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle. Mr. Cleve- 
land is said to be preparing a special 
message appealing to Congress for 
help. But it may be regarded as 
settled that Congress will not author- 
ize a bond sale. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
it in hie power to stop the gold raid 
in a day. Secretary Manning showed 
how it can be done, by the mere an- 
nouncement that if the raid continues 
silver instead of gold will be paid 
out at the option of the Treasury, Mr. 
Manning's plan is open to Mr. Car- 
lisle whenever he chooses to adopt it. 
— Post Dispatch.
